[From the London Weekly Dispatch. J 
Through Canada to Cariboo. 

The autumn is the best time in the year for 
passing the Rocky Mountains. The Grand Trunk 
Kailway Company grant through tickets to emi- 
grants from Liverpool lo St. Paul's, in the State of 
Minncsotta, for £10 Ills. lid. The fare by rail from 
Quebec to St. Paul's is L';i ;ls. lid., und the steer- 
age passage from Liverpool to Quebec, including 
n plentiful supply of cooked provisions, is seven 
guineas. The luggage of the through passengers 
is moved from the ship to the railway station free 
of charge. A company was formed in Loudon in 
the spring which undertook lo forward emigrants 
to British Columbia, by way of Canada, for 41) 
guineas. It was lu make arrangements beforehand 
along the route so as to insure speed and comfort 
to the travelers ; but by accounts from St. Paul's 
just received the arrangements have broken down. 
Some of the parties from London were, we believe, 
in possession of ample pecuniary resources. We 
take the following from tin: St. Paul's Press: — 
"In our news summary on Tuesday morning the 
following item appeared :— "A patty of .'10 Eng- 
lishmen recently arrived at Quebec under the 
auspices of a company in Loudon, which advertises 
to cairy them across the continent in comfortable 
carriages lor the moderate sum of III guineas per 
head." It appears that the party of English gen- 
tlemen who have for some days been IU St. Paul's, 
and whoso destination was the gold lields of Brit- 
ish Columbia, are the party alluded to in tlio above 
item. Messrs. II. S Himeand fames Hayward were 
the agents of the British Columbia Overland Trans- 
portation Company — the former from Toronto, Ca- 
nada, and the latter from London, where the com- 
pany was organized under ihc auspices of men of 
wealth and character. There is a misunderstand- 
ing or mismanagement somewhere. Mr. Hisne 
left Toronto with instiuetions to procure at St. 
Putil ot the Kcd Hirer settlement the necessary 
oullit for the overland transportation of the com- 
pany, which duty we believe he partly ur wholly 
succeeded iu performing, supposing, of course, 
that the means for meeting his obligations in the 
transaction would be forthcoming on the arrival of 
the London agent, Mr. Hay ward. On the other 
hand, Mr. Iluywnrd reached St. Paul's with his 
party under the impression that everything would 
he prepared for their speedy transportation across 
the continent. Thus all concerned were sadly dis- 
appointed. The party have been encamped since 
their arrival here near the city, and although Mr. 
Hayward bus received a dispatch from the agent 
in Quebec to draw on him lor the amount required 
to put the party through, the difficulty and delay 
iu perfecting the arrangements at this late day 
preclude the idea of going on with the enterprise 
this season. Mr. Hirnc leaves this morning for 
Toronto and Mr; Hayward for London, to investi- 
gate the causes of the miscarriage of the plans of 
the company. Iu the meantime, the main party 
of the gold seekers will dispose of themselves as 
best they can. A portion will return to England, 
some will proceed to the lied River settlement 
nnd cither go on to their destination, or, if that is 
impracticable, wait there till next spring ; while 
still another portion will probably remain iu Min- 
nesota." From St. Paul's to George Town, on the 
Red River, the distance is 300 miles. From 
thence to Fort Garry is 300 miles by land, or fiOO 
miles by water. From the Red River tojho Punch- 
bowl Puss of the Rocky Mountains the distance is 
about 500 miles. A letter from Fort (Larry (Red 
River) of the 1st of June, says: — "I think we 
have now got things well arranged, aud intend to 
start to-morrow. We have three carts and oxen 
between us. Each man has loOlbs. of Hour, and 
about 701ba. of Pcmican (buffalo meat), a great 
advantage on a long journey. We expect to 
travel at the rate of 20 to 23 miles a day, and to 
bo at Jasper's House iu about 10 or 5'J days, and 
then cross the mountains to Cariboo, about 20 days 
more ; the time allowed, howover, is three months. 
There are various conflicting reports as lo gold 
being in the Saskatchewan, a river rising on this 
side of the mountains, but we shall soon see for 
ourselves. There arc over 100 fellows here wait- 
ing to go. About live companies of us have 
formed into a party numbering about 70. We arc 
determined to go 'through,' calculating to go 
faster than if we all went separately, and by which 
wo shall get besides more game on tiic way. We 
have hired for £20 sterling, we believe, a compe- 
tent guide, a native of Edmonton, one of the Hud, 
son's Bay Company's posts on our route. He is 
a French and Iroijuois half-breed, most of the first 
settlers having intermarried with Indians. To get 
along iu this part one needs to know a little 
French. The governor of the Hudson Bay Com- 
Company was at St Paul's when we arrived there, 
and left n day or two before us, but had to lie by 
at a place on the road, so that we took him on 
with us. He it was who supplied us with the flour 
and pemiean, and has been doing everything he 
can to assist us through, giving us letters to the 
oHiocrs at all the Company's posts on the way. 
We hive found the settlors all along a pleasant, 
hospitable set of people. Here they arc divided 
into two settlements, Scotch and French, but the 
Scotch is by far the larger settlement."

'•Sin: — After a very pleasant journey hither, 
wc arc preparing lor the happy hour iu which I 
am lo bo your son. I assure you the bride carries 
it, in the eye of Hie vicar who married you, much 
beyond her mother ; though ho says, your upcu 
sleeves, pantaloons, aud shoulder-knot made t 
much better show than the fanciful dress I am in. 
However, I am contented tu be the .second tine 
man this village ever saw, and shall make it very 
merry before night, because. I shall write myself 
from thence your most dutiful sou. T. U." 

"The btido gives her duty, and is as handsome 
as an angel. 1 am the happiest man breathing." 
I. The villagers were assembling about the church, 
and the happy couple took a walk in a private 
garden. The bridegroom's man knew his master

Inquisitorial Taxes, 

All taxes aro inquisitorial in (Uoir charac- 
ter if imposed with any regard to fairness 
and justice. But there is a marked differ- 
ence in ihe decree of inquisitorial power ex- 
ercised by Government in raising revenue : 
under a tariff there is an ad, valorem duty, or 
a duty on weight and measurement. So far 
then as the value, the weight, or the mea- 
surement, is concerned, the customs' ollicials 
make inquisition, but no further. A man 
may buy or sell a million of dollars' worth 
of merchandise, yet not disclose to his gov- 
ernment a lithe of the amount of business 
that ho does. What he imports or what be ex- 
port! is all the merchant discloses. Whether 
lie does as much, or moro, or less business 
than his neighbor no one knows. So where 
leveuuo is ruiseJ by tarilT, the inquisitorial 
power of the government is very greatly cur- 
tailed, and as a matter of course the curiosity 
of inquisitorial neighbors cannot be satisfied 
by reference to governmental records. The 
addition of specific licenses, in contradis- 
tinction to a sliding-scale license as in our 
trades' license, does not add lo the inquisi- 
torial power of government only so as to dis- 
cover the nature of the business i:i which 
the licensee engages. How much business 
the licensee transacts, neither the tariff nor 
the specific license discloses. There is con- 
sequently anions business people a less dis- 
inclinalion to tariti and licenses on the 
ground of hiding whnt business they do or 
what income they receive, than there is to 
direct taxes and licenses. Direct taxes 
falling equally on real and personal piop- 
erty are much more inquisitorial than a 
tariff; as the tax roll discloses all the prop- 
erty owned by the individual laxed within 
the town, county, province or state in which 
ho is taxed. But as he is only taxed once a 
year; and as the names of delinquents are 
the only names published, there is not 
much notoriety given to thu amount of 
property owned by each tax-payer. Custom 
and the prevailing notion lliai direct luxes 
are fairest and are levied cheapest, makes 
tax payers content to disclose annually what 
they are worth. Tho specilic license added 
does not increase the inquisitorial power in 
any appreciable degree : it rather, it' any- 
thing gives notoriety to ihe particular busi- 
ness in which the licensee is engaged. Jf, 
however, as in our system of taxation, we 
first exact the market value of all really 
owned by each individual; and then a 
quarterly return of all receipts in any trade 
or calling, other than tho liquor business, 
farming, the law, or banking, &c, there is 
an inquisitorial power exercised by govern- 
ment that is felt to be far greater than under 
the other systems of revenue to which we 
have alluded ; and is, consequently, felt to 
be objectionable and obnoxious. Quarterly 
returns are so much like private affairs, 
give such a hold to envious, or gossiping 
neighbors to meddle in the affairs of others, 
that traders, artizans, and merchants dislike 
them. If the object were to protect the pub- 
lic against swindles, 'the periodical publica- 
tion of returns or the eniollment of quarter- 
ly returns of the receipts of trades and 
occupations in the public archives, might be 
submitted to. If a trader, attizan, or mer- 
chant were like a chartered bank issuing 
paper— if they were loaned a portion of Ihe 
public credit — we might the more readily 
comprehend the necessity for publishing re- 
turns of business quarterly. The general 
public holding the paper of it bank are thus 
notified as to tha assets, liabilities, &c, of 
the institution j and any false statement 
would bo a fraud, producing a lossof charter 
at least. But our traders, artizans, and mer- 
chanls do not borrow public credit in any way. 
Neither daea the return ol their quarterly 
receipts disclose whether they are solvent or 
insolvent. It simply states* an approximate 
amount of business done in three months. It 
gives a partial view of a man's affairs; leaves 
to guess-so and oft-times to unfair surmises 
to fix what So-and-So is worth, and what Some- 
one-else is not worth. So far then as the 
public is . concerned, the partial disclosure 
in the trades' license returns do an ac- 
tual and positive injury ; presents men us 
often unfairly as fairly to the public, because 
only a partial exhibit is made, and not u full 
and fair exhibit of their assets and liabilities. 
The trades' license is therefore inquisitorial in 
a way that does no good ; neither protecting 
the public against over-trading nor insolvency. 
The scale on which it is levied is subject also 
to objection. There is not that equality of 
taxes levied under it that there ought to bo. 
It does not nor will not promote to any ap- 
preciable extent the policy of making this 
port the great northern mtrepot ol merchan- 
dize. Before long it will be visible enough 
that nothing can be gained by the trades' 
license in Iho way of fostering trade. The 
taxes levied in the shape of licenses lor general 
or civic purposes, will soon equal and surpass 
our ad valorem tax on personal properly ; and 
withal tho inquisitorial power will still exist — 
still be Objectionable— still work more injury 
than good. Notwithstanding the tendency of 
events, we find our City Council disposed to 
adopt the inquisitorial system of taxes now in 
existence. The inference is that not enough 
about private business is known ; DOt'sufficieut 
to excite the envious or the gossipping inter- 
meddler ; but that we require a little more in- 
quisitorial power. The City Fathers, like the 
Assembly, like to peep info private affairs ; 
not with a square look but with a squint. It 
is true the Charter interdicts a tax on per- 
sonal property ; but in that we tail to discover 
the necessity for a new issuo of inquisitorial 
licenses without a corresponding good.

Communication from the Colonial Secre- 
tary enclosing reply o! Attorney General to 
the grievances of the Town Council regard- 
ing the powers of that body, which read, us 
fullows : 

Silt: — I have tho honor to report tor the infor- 
mation of His Excellency the Governor that I 
have perused the queries submitted by the Mu- 
nicipal Council for the opinion of the law officer 
of the Crown, and havo to report as follows: 

1st Query. — 1 entertain no doubt whatever as to 
this query. By the -Jlth section of the Act tho 
Council are empowered by by-law to direct in what 
manner the funds required ior munioipal purposes 
shall be raised. 

lly a previous clause in the Act, " Tho by-laws 
unless disallowed," and when published have, 
" within 7 days from the date of publication the 
force of law, unless otherwise postponed by such 
by-laws." 

.Suppose the Council pass by-laws imposing 
special licences such as a trade license, or liquor 
license, and such by-law is not disallowed, has it 
not the force of law just as much as any act of 
the Parliament, passed by Commons and L»ids, 
und assented to by the Crown ? Tho answer to 
this involves no question on constitutional merits. 
Such questions are utterly exhausted by the assont 
to the Act, unless tho Crown should afterwards 
disallow it. 

Were it at nil necessary, a hundred instances of 
authorization equally large might be shown in the 
statute books ot England or Canada. There is no 
power in this Colony which dare interfere with the 
action of the Council in tho exercise of any of lite 
powers conferred upon it by rt by-law duly passed 
and nut disallowed. The Council may, therefore, 
safely pass such by-laws not prohibited by the Act 
as in their discretion they may think proper, and 
I would merely suggest that m eat pains should be 
observed in framing such clauses of the by-laws as 
SfTect the mode of collecting taxes in default. 

Such by-laws when passed and not disallowed, 
arc to be administered from the tribunals of jus- 
tice without question. Any other doctrine would 
vest in the judicial functionaries a power of over- 
ruling the asseut of the Crown, which is absurd.

may by resolution passed as aforesaid, if confirmed 
by the electoral vote hereinafter mentioned, bind 
one-third or any less part of the municipal reve- 
nue for the space of three years from the date of 
the linal passage of a resolution in that behalf. 

The -'id section provides that every resolution 
anticipating any portion of the municipal revenue 
shall receive the cOii/irihAiion of the municipal 
electors ; and that in "case any proposed resolution 
shall be negatived by the votes of the electors, no 
such resolution, etc., shall be brought forward or 
considered during the municipal year. 

By the joint ejtect of the cited clauses the power 
of borrowing is given (subject to limitation) in tho 
amplest terms, and as thoic is no limitation on the 
form of instrument, a bond or debenture m a given 
form may be declared, by the resolution to be the 
security to be adopted. Care should be taken, 
however, to prescribe the exact form of the secu- 
rity and its characteristics, e. y. its negotiability, 
etc., in the resolution. 

With rc/ard to His query as to whether the se- 
curity would be first class, I am at a considerable 
loss lor a reply. 

Had the Municipal Council possessed a security 
of the most undoubted character in all respects, 
the mode in which they have introduced it to the 
public attention would be sufficient lo send it down 
to a considerable discount. Men sutliciontly in- 
telligent to thoroughly understand its perfect va- 
lidity would still recognize the fae'. that the ma- 
jority of invejtcrs will uot look it second time at a 
security upon whose goodness a slur has been 
cast, no matter upon what insufficient grounds 
such slur may have been founded, and such men 
will, ol course, givo less for the security which is 
leait easily convertible. 1 should say. so far as I 
can be an authority on the subject, that such secu- 
rity will not he of a lirsl class character, and that 
the mode in which the subject lias been treated by 
tho Council must, necessarily have depreciated the 
value of any securities they may otl'er. Under 
these circumstances, I should therefore recom- 
mend the passage of an Act through the Legisla- 
ture confirming such bonds or debentures when 
issued. 

3d Query.— Real estate, including the land and 
everything aitixed to it in the shape of buildings, 
etc., as before staled, they may impose licenses or 
adopt any other course of taxation not prohibited 
by the Act, including a poll or income tax, on the 
residents within the municipality. 

4th Query.— The form to be adopted should, in 
my opinion, be that of a debenture, with a coupon 
attached. The form, as befure observed, should 
bo fixed by the resolution. 

5th Query. — I should strongly udviso the Muni- 
cipal Council to pass the various by-laws without 
the least delay, and carry them into immediate 
execution without the faintest scruple. 

In conclusion, I would add that each by-law 
with regard to taxation should distinctly declare 
the penalties for default of payment, and equally 
distinctly point out the tribunal to enforce thoss 
penalties.

I, John Copland, of the City of Victoria, in tho 
Colony of Vancouver Island, Councillor, do pro- 
test as follows :

That the levying of such rates or assess 
ments will lead the Corporation into litigation, and 
various costs, damages, and expenses, attendant 
thereupon. 

Third. That I will not hold myself responsible 
for any such costs, damages, or expenses, which 
may be occasioned by the carrying out or enforcing 
of any rates or assessments levied under any ordi- 
nance or by-law of the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Yictorin, under the present Charter.

11. Any person or persons violating any of the 
provisions of this By-Law shall be subject to a 
penalty not exceeding ten pounds (£10) sterling, 
or imprisonment not exceeding one month, 

12. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to give the Fire Wardens, or any member 
of the Council acting in their stead, any authority 
to interfere with tho working of the tire-engines or 
other apparatus of the Fire Department, that may 
be under the direction of the Chief Engineer or 
his Assistant.

4. No person or persons shall pass any stove- 
pipe through any lath and plaster or wood par- 
tition, except there be a free space of not less than 
three inches round the same, which may be cov- 
ered wilh perforated iron, zinc, or tin plate. 

5, All chimneys, stove-pipes and Hues shall be 
kopt clean; and if any chimney or stove-pipe take 
tire, the person or persons using the same shall be 
subject to the penally hereinafter mentioned. 

o. No person or persons Bhnll build, set, or 
placcfany stoic, furnace, range, lire-place or ves- 
sel, in which lire may be kept, in such manner 
that the back thereof be less than sixteen inches 
from any wood work ; all stoves, ranges, &-o., 
built in brick chioincys shhll be provided with a 
stone or brick hearth projecting not less than 
twelve inches from the lire front. Iron stoves, 
furnaces, 4tc., dctiched from tho walls of any 
building ahull stand upon stone, brick, zinc, or 
other incombustible material, which shall project 
not less than one foot from the front or door of tho 
same. 

7. The walls of all chimneys adjoining wood 
work shall not bo less than six inches thick. No 
joists, bond-timber, or wood of any kind, shall bo 
allowed to enter or rest upon any chimney. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Fire Wardens in 
their respective Wards, or upon complaint made to 
the said Fire Wardens (in writing) by the Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Department, or his assistant, 
or by any Police Ollicer, to notify any person or 
persons failing to comply with tho provisions of 
this By-law, muting the alterations or amendments
